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City Council Adjourns In 


It is virtually impossible 
to write a story giving an ac- 
curate report on the details 
of the Elba City Council meet- 
ing Tuesday night ofthis week. 
The meeting was rather rou- 
tine until about ten minutes 
after nine when the discussion 
‘turned to the need for more 
revenue to operate the City 
(1¢ sales tax). 

The discussion opened with 
a motion to put on the addi- 
tional tax and earmark 10% 
of it for the hospital and 10%, 
of it for the schools. This 
motion by Councilman Way- 
land Sharpless died for lack 
of a second and from there 
the action bounced around with 
motions, amendments and dis- 
cussions of proper procedure 
and finally an adjournment 
without completing the bal- 
ance of the business on the 
agenda. 

It took Mayor Sawyer’s 
legal two votes to get even an 
adjournment motion passed at 
11:30 p.m. 

Councilman Charles Ellis 
expressed an opinion that the 
$70,000 deficit could be over- 
come by cutting back in most 
departments but he heard ar- 
guments that such a cut would 
curtail services more thanthe 
people wanted. He was told 
that many citizens had told 
councilmen they wanted the 
police department to main- 
tain the same high efficiency 
they presently have. City 
Clerk Jack Prescott told the 
council the street department 
had a stack of backed up work- 
orders ten or twelve inches 
high and all needed handling. 

Judging from motions made 
and seconded, four members 
of the council favored the ad- 
ditional tax and Ellis favor- 
ed trying the cutback first. 
Apparently the reason the tax 
wasn’t passed was the idea 
of earmarking part of the 
revenue for schools and hos- 
pitals when no formal request 
had been made by either. 

Once a motion to add the 
tax was on the floor and was 
headed to passage, an amed- 
ment to earmark parts of it 
was added by Councilman Ron- 
nie Vaughan and was se- 
conded by Ellis. At that point 
Councilman Virgil Coleman 
withdrew the motion. It was 
later determined that Ellis’ 
idea was to add the admend- 
ment, knowing that the maj- 
ority would not vote in favor 
of the amended motion. 

Ellis then offered ‘a lengthy 
motion mandating a 10% cut 
in all departments except the 
fire department. Sharpless at- 


moved.

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DRAINAGE AROUND YOUR 
HOME 

Do you have a drainage 
problem around your home? 
If the basement is wet, the 
yard is flooded perivdically, 
water ponds on your lawn for 
a long period of time, or 
trees and plants grow poorly, 
then you have a drainage 
problem. About 20 percen: 
of the land in the United 
States is affected by excess 
water. This wetness may 
be caused by flooding, springs 
and seeps, seasona! high water 
tables, and ponding of surface 
sater. 

Many areas now used for 
houses were once used for 
farms, wocdlots, and past- 
ures. Most of these areas 
are on the flood plain of a 
stream. In most parts of the 
country, homeowners are not 
awear their home is built ona 
flood plain until the damage 
is done. In the United States, 
5 percent of the land is on 


‘flood plains. To insure 
adequate protection from 
flooding, community-wide 


measures are needed. Flood- 
proofing measures include 
diking, provisions for blocky 
Opening, regulating drain 
outlets, and waterproof walls. 
These measures are expen- 
sive and requires careful 
evaluation. If you are start- 
ing to build a house, be sure 
the site is not highly flood- 
floodprone and build the 
foundation above any expected 
flood leved. : 
Another recurring drainage 
problem is caused by springs 
and seeps. Natural springs 
and seeps occur because of 
existing soil, rock, and land- 
scape characteristics. Water 
from a spring or seep can 
flow into your home throughout 
the year or only seasonally. 
for protection against springs 
or seeps, it is good practice 
to install subsurface drains, 
at levels of: 4 inches in

The drains are com- 
monly made of clay and 
concrete tile, perforated plas- 
tic, and asbestos cement. 


Seasonal high water tables 
are also a commonproblem in 
Coffee County. A water table 
can be defined as the upper 
surface of ground water or 
the upper surface of ground 
water or the level below which 
the soil is saturated with 
water. The level of the water 
can fluctuate throughout the 
year depending on soil, land- 
scape, and weather con- 
ditions. The seasonal high 


water tabie i ihe United 
“States with an annual rainfall 
of 20 inches or more is 

2 to 5 feet below the ground 
surface. The level of the water 
table is very important when 
selecting a new homesite. If 
the water table is at or near 
be avoided; but if the water 


table is 6 feet or more, it 
may be of little concern. _ 

Pounding of surface water 
is another drainage problem. 
If you have surface water 
ponds on your lawn, you can 
install small diversions or 
ditches to channel the water 
off. Always grade your yard 
so that surface water drains 
away from the house. A 
minimum grade of 1 foot to 
100 feet is adequate. Installing 
Suitable downspouts to control 
foof water may be adequate 
to prevent ‘pounding in low 
areas of your yard. 

If you need help around 
your home with drainage 
problems, contact your local 
building supplier, county or 
municipal authorities, or your 
local soil and water conser- 
vation district office. 


WOODLAND SHORTRATES 

A new low-cost method of 
re-operation of pine stands is 
the use of Nurse trees or Seed 
trees. When a stand of pines 
are clear cut,natural regener- 
ation can occur by leaving 6 
to 10 fairly large seed trees 
per acre. A new stand of seed- 
lings will sprout up the next 
year. The site preparation is

SAFETY 

Coffee County farmers will 
be very active on tractors 
beginning now and continuing 
for several months. Some 
years in the past we have had 
tragic accidents with tractors 
early in the plowing season. 
Many times the shoulders of 
the field have been under- 
mined by rainfall. This condi- 
tion can cause a tractor to 
tip over crushing the driver. 
Very few of our tractors have 
roll bars for protection. 

We need to tighten up on 
‘safety consciousness and re- 
alize that we are human and 


will make mistakes and need 
to be constantly on guard. As- 
sume that a tractor might tip 
over near a ditch. Assume that 
a dark, black hog, cow or 
horse may be on the road at 
night. Assume that young chil- 
dren will step out from behind 
a car. Assume that young pwo- 
a car. Assume that young peo- 
ple playing near the road will 
dart out in front of your car. 


USEFUL DEVICE

A Visit With Wanda Jackson 


When | was in high school, 
Elvis Presley was just begin- 
ning his music career. | still 
remember the song that helped 
him gain national attention. It 
was “Jailhouse Rock,” and 
within a few years “Elvis” be- 
came a household word. 

My father was not sympa- 
thetic with my teenage taste in 
music in general, but there 
were some singers he tol- 
erated - others he liked. A 
nearby radio station hada pro- 
gram called “Midday Merry 
Go-Round” and all of us list- 
ened to it. Dad enjoyed re- 
cordings by people like Roy 
Acuff, Little Jimmy Dickins, 
Carl Story, and Wanda 
Jackson. 

Wanda Jackson became a 
national star in the early ’60’s, 
although she had been singing 
for several years. Her “Right 
or Wrong” became a world- 
wide hit then, and since then 
she has had several success- 
ful albums. 

Recently { had breakfast 
with Wanda and her husband, 


. Wendell Goodman. They were 


accompanied by Wendell’s bro- 
ther Rick, a student at the 
Clear Creek Baptist School, 
and his family. Wanda told me 
she had worked in many pro- 
grams with Elvis Presley, but 
her first national exposure 
came when she landed a job 
with Red Foley on the Ozark 
Jubilee. 


After she married Wendell, 
Wanda and her husband travel- 
ed from Alaska to Tokyo ap- 
pearing in nightclubs. In be- 
tween these engagements, 
Wanda appeared on “Hee Haw,” 
“The Wilburn Brothers Show,” 
and other specials. 

Two children were born to 
the couple and “we thought we 
had the world by the tail. Our 
children were healthy, we had 


more work than we could pos- 
sibly do - what more could any- 
body want?” 

But, something was mis- 
sing. “I found I had to drink 
to keep from being miserable,” 
she said. Then a miracle hap- 
pened! Keeping a promise to 
their children, son Greg and 
daughter Gina, the couple at- 
tended church in Oklahoma 
City, their home, and accepted 
Christ. 

“Since that time, wehavea 
whole new way of tife. We're 
NEW people who have found 
peace and love and joy in the 
world.” 


And Wanda’s songs have ch- 
anged. Now she sings more re- 
ligious songs than any other. 
Even those that are not relig- 
ious must meet her strict stan- 
dards of content. She tells of 
her new way of life at each 
concert which sometimes sur- 
prises those in the audience 
who are not aware of her ch- 
anged life style. One doesn’t 
wonder very long about the rea- 
son for the change. After a 
recent performance, a woman 
commented, “Wanda Jackson 
cares about us.” And that’s 
quite a compliment for anyone. 

“People everywhere want to 
know about our religion. I tell 
them happily that Jesus cared 
for us and turned our lives 
around, and He candothe same 
for others. Our most import- 
ant goal in life now is to tell 
everyone the good news.” 

God bless you, Wanda. You 
have found the secret of happi- 
ness, that quality of life thatis 
missing in many lives today!

THE EFFECTS OF PENTECOST 


It is thrilling to read Peter's 


sermon at Pentecost, es- 
pecially if one reads also the 
account of his denial of the 
Lord. Peter along with the 
other apostles, apparently went 
into semi-hiding after the ar- 
rest of Jesus. Not long after- 
wards he denied the Lord and 
then wept bitterly over his 
failure. We see a completely 
different individual in the se- 
cond chapter of Acts, how- 
ever. What caused the change? 
The answer is twofold. 

First, Peter met the 
Risen Savior. Then the early 
believers the Resurrection was 
the central theme of the Gos- 
pel. When Peter met Jesus 
after the Resurrection, the 
doubts that plagued him dis- 
appeared. Never again did he 
deny the Lord. He was totally 
committed to being a faithful 
follower of Jesus. 

The second thing that made 
such a big difference in Peter 
was the Pentecostal exper- 
ience. He had seen and ex- 


perienced indisputable mani- 
festation of the supernatural 
God. From that time on Peter 
operated in a new dimension 
Not only did he dare to pro- 
claim Christ boldly, 
word 


but his 
carried conviction and 


power as never before 

How wonderful to see Peter 
used of God after Pentecost to 
add many lost people to the 
Body of Christ. Certainly one 
can quickly see that our work 
is not accomplished by might 
or power, but by His Spirit, 
the Spirit of the Lord 

Simon Peter as he was 
anointed by the Holy Spirit on 
the Day of Pentecost not only 
explained what was happening 
there in the Upper Room, but 
most of all he pointed those 
who were listening to him to 
a resurrected Savior. He 
shared that they should repent 
of their sins, and they would 
receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 2:38).

| “A Visit With Wanda Jackson 


When I was in high school, 
Elvis Presley was just begin- 
ning his music career. | still 
remember the song that helped 
him gain national attention. It 
was “Jailhouse Rock,” and 
within a few years “Elvis” be- 
came a household word. 

My father was not sympa- 
thetic with my teenage taste in 
music in general, but there 
were some singers he tol- 
erated - others he liked. A 
nearby radio station hada pro- 
gram called “Midday Merry 
Go-Round” and all of us list- 
ened to it. Dad enjoyed re- 
cordings by people like Roy 
Acuff, Little Jimmy Dickins, 
Carl Story, and Wanda 
Jackson. 

Wanda Jackson became a 
national star in the early ’60’s, 
although she had been singing 
for several years. Her “Right 
or Wrong” became a world- 
wide hit then, and since then 
she has had several success- 
ful albums. 

Recently i had breakfast 
with Wanda and her husband, 


- Wendell Goodman. They were 


accompanied by Wendell’s bro- 
ther Rick, a student at the 
Clear Creek Baptist School, 
and his family.’ Wanda told me 
she had worked in many pro- 
grams with Elvis Presley, but 
her first national exposure 
came when she landed a job 
with Red Foley on the Ozark 


‘Jubilee. 


After she married Wendell, 
Wanda and her husband travel- 
ed from Alaska to Tokyo ap- 
pearing in nightclubs. In be- 
tween these engagements, 
Wanda appeared on “Hee Haw,’ 
“The Wilburn Brothers Show,” 
and other specials. 

Two children were born to 
the couple and “we thought we 
had the world by the tail. Our 
children were healthy, we had 


more work than we could pos- 
sibly do - what more could any- 
body want?” 

But, something was mis- 
sing. “I found I had to drink 
to keep from being miserable,” 
she said. Then a miracle hap- 
pened! Keeping a promise to 
their children, son Greg and 
daughter Gina, the couple at- 
tended church in Oklahoma 
City, their home, and accepted 
Christ. 

“Since that time, wehavea 
whole new way of itife. We’re 
NEW people who have found 
peace and love and joy in the 
world.” 


And Wanda’s songs have ch- 
anged. Now she sings morere- 
ligious songs than any other. 
Even those that are not relig- 
ious must meet her strict stan- 
dards of content. She tells of 
her new way of life at each 
concert which sometimes sur- 
prises those in the audience 
who are not aware of her ch- 
anged life style. One doesn’t 
wonder very long about the rea- 
son for the change. After a 
recent performance, a woman 
commented, “Wanda Jackson 
cares about us.” And that’s 
quite a compliment for anyone. 

“People everywhere want to 
know about our religion. I tell 
them happily that Jesus cared 
for us and turned our lives 
around, and He candothe same 
for others. Our most import- 
ant goal in life now is to tell 
everyone the good news.” 

God bless you, Wanda. You 
have found the secret of happi- 
ness, that quality of life thatis 
missing in many lives today!

before eating. And, if you must 
peel apples, do so just before 
serving or cooking. 

If peeled apples must stand 
before using, sprinkle with le- 
mond, orange, pineapple juices 
or a commercial anti-darken- 
ing agent to prevent brown- 
ing. Use sugar in small 
amounts when cooking to bring 
out flavor, not hide it. And 
to keep apples whole, add sugar 
at the beginning of the cooking 
period. : 

Remember apples have 
more flavor when cooked in 
a small covered pan or dish. 
Long cooking and too much 
Sugar destroy the apple fla- 
vor. 


BAKING TIPS 

If your breads, muffins, 
biscuits or other home-baked 
goods start getting too brown 
on top, but aren’t done through, 
loosely cover them with a tent 
of aluminum foil. This will 
stop the browning, while the 
baking continues. 

Speaking of baking, how about 
this idea. When putting two 
or more pans in the oven at 
the same time, stagger them 
on different shelves so that 
one is not directly above the 
other. Leave at least on inch 
between two pans on the same 
shelf; otherwise the trapped 
heat will cause a “hot spot.”
